DiPietro Seeks Election to 34th District Court 


Van Buren Township resident Tom 
DiPietro has announced that he will run 
for 34th District Court Judge in the Gen- 
eral Election set for Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 7, 2006. The attorney —a partner in 
the Belleville law firm of DiPietro and 
Day, P.C.—is seeking a six-year term in 
the seat currently held by Chief Judge 
Tina Brooks Green. 

Although its his first foray into the 
political ring, DiPietro is confident of his 
chances, in part because he's confident 
about what he has to offer. 

"It's time to give back," he explained. 
"| realized how much legal and 'people' 
experience | have gained justfrom prac- 
ticing law all these years, and how much 
of it could bring to the bench. All those 
appearances before all those judges in 
all those courts, standing next to all 


those clients, gave me a very real per- 
spective on what it means to be a judge 
and the positive contributions | could 
make from the bench. 

"When elected,” he continued, "I'll 
be on the other side, but a piece of me 
willbe with the man or woman, parent or 
child appearing in front of me, and with 
the lawyer who pleads or defends their 


case. From sharing my clients’ emo- 


tions for three decades, | learned, first- 
hand, about the fear, depression, an- 
ger, and bewilderment that people feel 
in court. You never forget it, and that will 
help me be a better judge." 

These assets, DiPietro believes, will 
help him secure the support he needs to 
get elected despite having few ties to 
the established political machine.
